Attorney General John 
N. JVtitchell has hired a 
press secretary for his out- 
spoken wife, Martha, as an 
aftermath of her latest 
verbal foray into public 
print! 

Tire Justice Department 
said yesterday that Mitchell 
hired Kay Woestendieck 
Thursday. She is a former 
women’s editor of the Hous- 
ton Post. 

The department said Mrs. 
Woestendieck went on Mitch- 
ell’s personal payroll yester- 
day. 

She will work out of the 
Mitchell’s fashionable Water- 
gate apartment, at least for 
now. 

Tha. decision to hire Mrs. 
Woestendieck came shortly 
after the Arkansas Gazette in 
Little 'Rock reported that 
Mrs. Mitchell had telephoned 
the newspaper at 2 a.m. 
Thursday to criticize Senator 
J. William Fulbright (Dem- 
Ark.) for his vote against G. 
Iiarrold Carswell's nomina- 
tion to the Supreme Court.
